League of Nations 
has decided to recommend lo the 
Assembly a resolution intro¬ 
duced toy M. ilc Jottvutd, ctf 
Prance, asking aft countries 
except those whose situation 
has been changed to reduce 
their expenditures for arnui- 
mnls to the figures of 1913. This 
would exclude the United .States,

Remnant of Greek Army May 
Be Wiped Out 


Identified as the body of Albert A. 
Morrow, a commercial traveller of 
Vancouver, th* remains of a man 
■were found at the bottom of a 50 foot 
shaft at the Johnson Street bridge by 
workers at 11 n. m. this morning. 
The boOy lay huddled up as If the 
man had slipped through the staging 
and dropped a clear distance or 50 
feet to dry ground .below. The bodv i 
was found in such n manner that I 
gave rise to the opinion of witnesses] 
thAt the neck had been broken. 

Called to the scene Constables 
Wood and Littlefield of the City I 
force removed the remains to the 
B. C. Funeral Parlors. Coroner K. C. 
Hart was notified and an inquest will' 
be held at the undertaker's to-mor¬ 
row morning at 11 o'clock. From in¬ 
formation In the hands of the police 
end other sources It appears thnt the 
man was Isst seen alive on Johnson 
Street at 10.30 p. m. *

mains were found the man must 
have walked out alpng the staging 
that is part of disused scaffolding.

There are the 
most wonderful differences among 
living things to-day, hut ail living 
things past and present Agree in 
assessing n certain power of growth, 
all living things take nourishment, 
ull living things move about as they 
feed*and grow, though the movement 
In*- no more than the spread of roots 
through the soil, or of branches in th« 
air. 

Moreover, living things reproduce;

things, either by growing and then 
div iding or by means of seeds or 
spores or eggs or other ways of pro¬ 
ducing young. .
